I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Arjiual  Report  for  197G* 
Personal  Health  Cervices 


The  Winslow  Health  Centre,  having  been  formally  opened  at  the  end  of 
1969,  can  now  be  regarded  as  a  firmly  established  feature  of  Winslow. 

Conircdding  with  the  opening  were  several  other  important  changes  in  local 
health  service  organisation,  but  the  alterations  were  made  easier  because  they 
took  place  at  the  same  time. 


One  important  aspect  of  assessing  the  value  of  any  service  is  to  gauge  - 
consumer  reaction,  in  particular  v/hether  he  is  getting  the  sort  of  service  he 
requires.  From  the  cormnents  received,  that  have  been  made  spontaneously,  it 
appears  that  the  facilities  and  services  are  appreciated.  Of  course  the  centre 
will  develop  further  as  the  needs  and  money  enable  it^^^^^^^^jmple  I  anticipate 
chiropody  sessions  for  the  elderly  whenever  a  chirop'^lj^--t»«2^&^ulisted. 
However  it  develops  I  hope  v;e  can  maintain  the  person^  that  has 

been  fostered,  and  that  the  centre  will  serve  a  wide  range  of  thd^Jhealth  needs 


of  the  community.  The  first  year  of  use  has  certainly^  s]^^  asupp]pising  need.

Health  Education 


Emphasis  was  given  to  a  Cancer  education  progr/!^J)^Ip. -inqludl  publicity 
on  the  dangers  of  cigarette  smoking  and  offering  pract^tm'^'-'help  to  peiple  who 
were  prepared  to  make  the  effort  to  shake  off  the  addiction.  The  anti  -smoking 
clinic  v/as  not  the  success  I  had  hoped  it  would  be  in  terms  of  attendance.  Only 
52  people  enrolled  (  many  of  these  were  not  local) the  results  of  such  an  exercise 
cannot  of  course  be  evaluated  until  sometime  has  passed  to  take  account  of  those 
v/ho  relapse  and  start  smoking  again.  However,  after  one  year  we  know  that  only 
six  «*em£iined  non-smokers.  Of  those  v/ho  had  taken  the  habit  again,  the  most 

prominent  reasons  for  doing  so  v/ere  the  influeno© . of  friends,  and  advertising. 

I  do  not  intend  resuming  these  clinics  until  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  for 
us  to  make  a  proper  judgement  on  whether  our  methods  are  indeed  of  any  value.  The 
most  important  principle  is  to  try  and  persuade  adults  to  set  an  example  to 
children  so  that  they  do  not  fall  into  the  grip  of  this  dangerous  habit. 


Oooffiiunibable  Diseases 


The  Brucellosis  Incentives  Scheme  was  launched  on  '13th  July  and  ovmers  of 
clean  herds  were  invited  to  come  forward  for  early  accreditation.  The  government 
was  to  announce  the  first  areas  for  compulsory  eradication  in  1971.  One  hope 
for  rapid  progress  in  the  scheme  so  that  the  brucella  organism  is  cleared  from  the 
country  for  good.  Owners  of  clean  or  relatively  clean  herds  should  gain  by 
voluntary  accreditation  under  this  scheme  rather  than  by  awaiting  compulsory 
eradication.  A  new  'Tiose  Bengal”  test  to  be  undertaken  free  of  charge  will 
simplify  blood  tests. 

Measles  vaccination,  after  a  hold-up  lasting  many  months  was  resumed 
thou'^  it  was  doubtful  whether  sufficient  vaccine  could  be  administered  in  time 
to  prevent  the  normal  epidemic  due  at-  the  end  of  the  year.  Rubella  (german  measles) 
vaccine  became  available  generally  and  a  scheme  v;as  launched  to  offer  this  to  all 
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13  year  old  girls.  The  response  was  fairly  good.  The  aim  is  to  try  and  ensure 
that  all  girls  are  resistant  to  the  disease  before  pregnancy  occurs;  we  are  not  yet 
aiming  to  clear  the  virus  from  the  community.  It  is  not  a  vaccine  to  use  on 
adults  v;here  there  is  the  remotest  possibility  of  pregnancy  near  the  time  of 
vaccination. 

Basic  public  health  work  still  occupies  the  greatest  proportion  of  time, 
and  sampling  of  water  and  certain  foods  increases.  From  the  report  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  water  supply  was  satisfactory.  There  is  still  a  great  deal  of  work 
to  be  done  on  sewerage  in  the  district,  but  progress  is  being  made  as  fast  as 
central  government  allows. 

I  must  thank  the  public  health  committee  for  the  continued  interest  they 
show  in  the  work  of  the  department.

Durin{^  the  year  all  works  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  with  the 
exception  of  that  at  Newton  Longville  v/here  treatment  became  tilmost  non-existent. 
Tlie  works  was  so  overloaded  and  inadequate  that  heavy  pollution  of  the  brook 
occurred.

After  a  delay  of  several  weeks  (  due  to  change  of  Contractor)  progress  was 
continued  with  the  Nash,  l/haddon  and  Newton  Lon;;ville  scheme.  The  Council's  decision 
made  during  the  year,  to  connect  all  properties  to  the  new  sewers  free  of  charge  was, 
I  feel,  a  sensible  move.  Connections  a.nd  re-con: ’octions  of  properties  alv/ays  create 
numerous  problems  and  in  this  instance  with  all  of  Nash  having  to  be  pumped  it  gave 
the  opportunity  of  ensuring  as  far  as  is  possible  that  all  surface  v/ater  v/as  excluded 
from  the  sewer  system.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  normal  weekly  service  was  maintained  for  most  of  the  year.  On  the  one 
or  two  occasions  v;hen  we  suffered  some  disru]ption  the  cause  was  shortage  of  labour 
due  to  sickness.  The  collection  bonus  scheme  continues  to  opera.te  reasonably’’ 
well  and  I  hope  that  wo  shall  not  need  to  make  any  major  alterations  to  this  during 
the  remaining  life  of  the  Council. 

The  tip  a.t  Gtewkley  was  raainta.ined  in  good  order  throughout  the  year  all 
refuse  being  covered  almost  immediately  on  arrival  at  the  site.
